In his verdict, Judge Warmer 
upheld the deeded water rights of 
settlers i@ the valley for domestic 
uses and awarded a victory to the 
Pine Kaot Company in granting 
them priority rights to commercial 
water sources of the Wild Rose 
Creek watershed, denying the 
claime of other resort owners. The 
Pine Knot Company had filed the 
muit to determine the ownership of 
the water rights. 

Families holding deeded water 
rights are allowed fifty-five gallons 
of water per capita daily for all 
members of the family, provided 
the water is for domestic uses only. 
The deeded water rights are held 
superior te those of the Pine Knot 
Company although the resort is 
granted 11,050 gallons daily. 
Deeded rights are held by Bowers 
estate. William Kickerbocker and 
Rose Stocker.

Hair Nets from China 
For a long time hair nets 
were imported by the Germans 
from China and then sent to 
the United States and sold as 
European-made.

The hair net business has been 
rather dull recently. due to the 
tendency of double nets to dis- 
place single nets in the Amer- 
ican market.

Housekeeping Arrangements — ~

ANY of the housekeeping details are 
diferent from ours. An important 
one is the lack of ice in summer. Only the 
very rich have ice boxes, and there are but 
few ice wagons making deliveries every 
day.

never varies. For luncheon each person 
has a slice of meat about two inches wide 
and three inches long with somie rice or 
potatoes. For supper, or dinner as it is

cents a pound. My daughter tells me 
many French families keep the baby’s milk 
fresh by leaving it in running water or in 
the cellar if they have one. All milk is 
bolled the moment it is brought into the 
house, and such a thing as giving a baby 
fresh uncooked milk is not known. 

I am interested in the washing arrange- 
ments of Paris. .Most of the people living 
in these apartment-houses have such small 
quarters that there is no room for a laun- 
dry. For this reason the people are forced 
to send out their soiled linen, and the prices 
are surprisingly high. For a family of two 
the laundry bills may be as much as $6 or 
$8 a week, this excluding the fine things 
washed by the cook. The laundry of the 
baby is always done at home. The wash- 
ing done outside looks well at first, but the 
laundr put a powder into their water 
that rots the clothes as it cleans them. 

Some American housekeepers in Paris 
try to reform the habits of the French 
servants, but it is wiser to let them do 
their own way. For instance, the 
dishes from the breakfast of coffee, rolls 
and jam, which you have upon rising, are 
left to be washed with the lunch dishes of 
the middle of the day. It is hard to con- 
vince servants why this should not be, 
and there are others of our customs which 
they will not adopt. They would rather 
get down on their knees and put superfiu- 
ous elbow grease on the hardwood floors 
than stand up and use a long-handled 
polisher. They insist that the latter does 
not give a good polish. , 


Their Stomachs Were 
Pinched by ‘the War 


INCE the World War, the cost of living 

has been steadily rising, and the large 
number of French families who are de 
pendent upon fixed incomes from houses 
or bonds have great trouble to make ends 
meet. They have cut their living expendi- 
tures in half, but thelr apartments are on 
long leases, dating from before the war and 
they make a good show. One sees types of 
this class everywhere on the boulevards. 
A man will carry a cane over his arm al- 


‘table. They have no dessert. They never 
taste the bits of cheese of which the 
French are so fond, and rarely eat any of 
the better green vegetables. One ugh- 


ter of the house who is supposed 
anaemic is given a slice of meat in the 
evening, but the others have none. The 
girl said the servants had even less to eat 
and could not endure it. Nevertheless this 
family dwells in surroundings as beautiful 
as thdse of people of ten times its income. 


French Elevators 
Move Like Snails 


MONG the surprising economics of the 

French, home is the elevator, or the 
lack of it. The American Embassy is in a 
fashionable apartment-house in an excel- 
lent location. The American who calis up- 
on our Ambassador is lifted from story to 
story in a dinky little elevator not as big 


‘around as a hogshead, with two seats in 


the corners. It will not accommodate 
more than two persons at one time. 


My daughter rented last summer the 
apartment of a Bombay princess who lived 
in the suburbs of Paris. The princess had 
gone to a watering place for the health of 
her husband and the flat was let furnished. 
It was on the fourth floor of a magnificent 
house, but the round elevator was actually 
no bigger than a flour barrel, When two 
persons got in they seemed to be almost 
embracing. 1 always looked twice before 
I entered. 


This elevator was operated by a push- 


button; but that is nothing, for even at 


some Paris hotels, where they are charging 
$6 and upwards a day for rooms the eleva- 
ters are run by pushbuttons and the guest 
does the pushing. In the ordinary apart- 
ment-house the elevators go only one way, 
and that is upstairs. You are supposed to 
walk down, for this saves the “juice.” In

It 
is what has been nicknamed the “Judas 
slit.” This is a little brass pfite about the 
size of a playing card with slits a sixteenta 
of an inch wide.cut across it. This card 
is tacked over a hole in the door in such 
a way that the person within can peek 
through and without being seen can tell 
who is knocking before she decides whether 
to be at home or not. If she does not want 
to receive she slips away and the servant 
at her side gives word that she is not at 
home. I do not know that this ts less

all simulating as well as' might be the at- 
titude of the human embryo. For these 
wild people, in whom of course were the im- 
mortal seeds of poetry—and many a flower 
of it—believed that mankind was born 
from the womb of the Earth Mother; and 
that at death we go back to that same holy 
shelter, and should go back im the same 4t- 
titude as that in which we came. Of 
course these, like all primitive peoples, be- 
lieved in a future life which was simply a 
glorified edition of this one, with all the 
sorrows left out and all the pleasures 
emphasized. It was four days jour- 
ney from this world back to the Yon- 
der; and the dead person was given food 
for the road, and the medicine men made 
incantations about the body ‘to throw evil 
spirits off its trail. The woman “took” her 
beloved tinajas and cooking pots and other 
domestic utensils to resume her house- 
wifely duties and pleasures in the other 
world. Sometimes these articles were 
buried with her, In which case of course 
they Went straight through to her destina- 
tion. But frequently, the big lava mealing 
stones and even thé larger tinajas, were 
forwarded to her by the simple expedient 
of “killing” them, at a common killing 
place outside the pueblo—the “killing” be- 
ing done by breaking the object. A metate 
cracked across or a jar with bottom broken 
—or any article made useless for others in 
this world was thereby supposed to be- 
come available to the owner in the next. 
In later centuries, after the heroic Fran- 
ciscan missionaries had converted the 
Pueblos and had builded great Christian 
temples among them and brought them to 
be buried in the consecrated courtyard, the 

personal -possessions were still 
buried with the deceased or broken upon 
the grave. I have myself seen probably 
$100,000 worth of the choicest Navajo 
blankets go underground swathed about 
the lifeless clay of their owners: and of 
course it was always the best blanket that 
was so consecrated. The most extraordi- 
mary Navajo blanket I have ever seen or 
heard of, and one that I had known and 
coveted for thirty years was the property 
of my dear friend, Martin Valle, that noble 
old Indian, seven times Governor of his 
little republic of Acoma, who first told me 
the story of the Enchanted Mesa. I tried 
for many years to buy it from him, Pe 
he never would sell it. That I have if to 
day, is due to the unfilial or Americanized 
action of his son, who “held it out on 
him,” and buried him in the next-best 
Navajo (itself worth a king’s ransom) and 
later brought the incomparable one to me! 
It was too late to “restore” it to brave old 
Martin; and perhaps in my hands it will 
wrap his memory longer and warmer than 
it should have done under the sands of that

“But I have recently seen some startling 


tal reason which has nothing to do with doc- 
tors. 

“In what follows it must be understood 
that my role is simply that of a reporter 
presenting observations within the reach 
of anyone. There is no intent to minimize 
the unquestioned sincerity or heroism of, 
doctors. Indeed, to paraphrase a familiar 
saying, some of my best friends are doctors. 

“A majority of people have a belief in thé) 
capability of the family physician, and in 
physicians generally, that is well nigh equal 
to their belief in their a@cepted brands of re- 
ligion. Why? Because they have sifted the 
evidence and determined that the doctor's 
work is effective? isn’t it rather because 
they were taught to believe in doctors even 
before they left the cradle, and have fot 
lowed them blindly ever since? Long belief 
in a given proposition, while not easily up- 
rooted, does not, of course, really prove any- 
thing. People for years accepted without 
question the idea that the world was fiat. 
And even within my own recollection it was 
an offense both rare and heinous not to be- 
lHeve that there was a hell of actual fire and 
brimstone. Today I do not know a single 
intelligent individual who takes his hell 
quite that literally. Yet if the brimstone 
hell once existed it doubtless does still. 

“So it is with doctors. If the medicine 
they gave us years ago was a good thing 
to take, we ought to continue taking it. But 
today the best physicians are those who give 
the least medicine. 

“On the morning that I started to write 
this, I read a health article in a Washington 
newspaper in which a (presumably, eminent 
physician advised against the taking of 
drugs or chemicals in stomach or bowel all- 
ments: If drugs should not be taken into 
the stomach, for stomach trouble, in 
heaven's name when should they be taken’? 
How often do you hear a friend speak en- 
thusiastically of his favorite doctor: ‘Oh, 
he’s a perfect wonder! So sensible and 
practical. You know he gives almost no 
medicine!’ That has come to be the highest 
form of praise. 

“Any intelligent doctor is willing to admit

The present 
order, always clumsy, often stupid, and in 
many ways imperfect, has this advantage 
over any other—it works. Doubtless our 
order wil] merge by degrees into another, 
and the new one will also work—but not so 
much by reason of what it is as by reason 
of what men will bring into it. The reason 
why Bolshevism did not work and cannot 
work is not economic. It does not matter 
whether industry is privately managed or 
socially controlled; it does not matter 
whether you call the workers share “wages” 
or “dividends;” it does not matter whether 
you regimentalize the people as to food, 
clothing and shelter, or whether you allow 
them to eat, dress and live as they like. 
Those are mere matters of detail. The in- 
capacity of the Bolshevik leaders is indi- 
cated by the fuss they made over such de- 
tails. Bolshevism failed because it was both 
unnatural and immoral. Our system stands. 
Is it wrong?—of course it'is wrong, at a 
thousand points! Is it clumsy?—of course 
it is clumsy. By all right and reason it 
ought to break down. But it does not—be- 
cause it is instinct with certain economic 
and mora) fundamentals. 

The economic fundamental is labor. La- 
bor is the human element which makes the 
fruitful seasons of the earth useful to men. 
It is men’s labor that makes the harves: 
That is the economic funda- 


evil capitalists and they will pass away 
when money is better adjusted to work; 
and money will become better adjusted to 
work when it is fully realized that through 
work and work alone may health, wealth, 
and happiness inevitably be secured. 

There is no reason why a man who is 
willing to work should not be able to work 
and to receive the full value of his work. 
There is equally no reason why a man who 
can but will not work should not receive 
the full value of his services to the commu- 
nity. He should most certainly be per- 
mitted to take away from the community 
an equivalent’ of what he contributes to it. 
If he contributes nothing he should take 
away nothing. He should have the freedom 
of starvation. We are not getting anywhere 
when we insist that every man ought to 
have more than he deserves to have—just 
because some do get more than they deserve 
to have. 

There can be no greater absurdity and no 
greater disservice to humanity in general 
than to insist that all men are equal. Most 
certainly all men are not equal, and any 
democratic conception which strives to 
make men equal is only an effort to block 
progress. Men cannot be of equal service. 
“The men of larger ability are less numerous 
than the men of smaller ability; it is pos- 
sible for a mass of the smaller men to pull 
the larger ones down—but in so doing they 
pull themselves down. It is the larger men 
who give the leadership to the community 
and enable the smaller men to lfve with less 
effort. 

The conception of democracy which names 
a leveling down of ability makes for waste. 
No two things in nature are alike. We build 
our cars absolutely interchangeable. All 


parts are as nearly alike as chemical an-

Trees Need Much Water 

It is estimated that a beech forest will 
transpire nearly 50 per cent of an an:.ual 
rai precipitation of twenty inches, while 
a coniferous forest wilt transpire but 
per cent. Trees need much more water 
than ix given them if on sloping sround 
where -percolation is free. In watering all 
trees remember that the best feeding roots 
extend farther from the trunk than does 
the tree top. Therefore wet all the ground 
out to and beyond the “drip” of the tree. 
In orchards of old trees, of any and all 
kinds, wet all the soil.

This is the time of the year when the 
cold-storage egg makes its appearance in 
the channels of trade. It often sails un- 
der false colors, but it is present just the 
same. For fear that some very good peo 
ple may be prejudiced against hen fruit 
coming: from the coolers of the country, 
we Want to put in a good word for that 
much-abused poultry product. As a matter 
of fact, a spring-laid egg. duly graded for 
qu-lity, and then properly storaged, is the 
equal of a-freshly laid egg in August, Sep- 
tember abd Gctober. If used shortly after 
leav'ng a low temperature, it will be found 
to all the “standing” quality of 
harvested with'n a few days after having 
becn laid. A moment's reflection will show 
that this is really so. An egg laid in the 
flush of the layimg season, when all nature 
is revivire ard there is plenty of green 
foed available will naturally possess a 
higher quality than one produced after the 
hens have become depleted from high per- 
formances, the hot weather has inter- 
vened, the green food is not only less 
plentiful, but also of poorer quality, and the 
moulting season is not fully over.

Functioning with the trainee service in 
the field is a staff of instructors specifically 
trained in the various branches of agricu!- 
ture. The staff, administered through the 
Brawley High School, coordinates § its 
work with that of the Veterans’ Bureau,

In addition to his monthly adjusted voca- 
t'onal allowance, each trainee is given, for 
investment in permanent equipment (im- 
p'emcnts. poultry supplies, etc.) a pur- 
chase order to the value of $100, purchase 
being made through the Veterans’ Bureau 
upon the lowest of three bids submitted. 
Where several men are united in their de- 
cision to plant the same crop, or are in 
need of the same item of supply, the bureau 
buys in large lots ard distributes to the 
farmers, thereby attaiming the benefits of 
co-operative buying without the costs of 
co-operative organization.
